than reasonable negotiation" in 
connection with the issue. 

tn a press statemenL the union 
termed the action "an infringe- 
ment of the legal rights of the 
students to organize an independ- 
ent union under student direction 
and free from outside control. II 
is an intolerable attempt to impose 
censorship on the Carillon and 
10 deny the studenU their right to 
a free press/' 

Although the board has made no 
effort to pin-point its objections 
to the Carillon's editorial policy, 
an identical threat to the union 
was made by Rlddell last March* 

The threaU followed closely 
upon an issue of the Carillon 
which broke the story of a 11,000 
student loan granted to Allen Guy. 

presently minister of public works 
in the Saskatchewan government* 
At the time of the loan, Guy was 
drawing an MLA's salary. Accus- 
ations were levelled at Riddell 
during the incident^ claiming he 
had attempted to stop the printing 
of that issue of the paper. 

Rlddell and the board confront- 
ed the student council following 
publication of the story with 
threats, of non-collection of stu^ 
dent fe^s. The issue, according to 
RiddelU was "the effect of the 
editorial policy of the^Carillon on 
public opinion towards the unlver* 
slty/* 

This year, the Carillon incurred 
Rlddell's wrath when it disclosed 
lop*secret plans for cut-backs in 
the university budget for the 1969* 
70 year which will either limit en- 
rollment or cause a steep rise in 
the student faculty ratio at the 
university. The budget cut would 
also virtually eliminate night 
classes and halt expenditures on 
laboratory facilities and equip- 
ment. 

At that time, Riddell accused 
the Carillon of ''gross irresponsl* 
bility'' in reporting the budget 
situation, and said that if he could 
find the source of the leak, "heads 
would roll*'. 

The board's decision to starve 
the union to a settlement came as 
a comptele surprise both to mem- 
bers of the Regina student council 
and to members of the Carillon 
staff, who had concluded a verbal 
agreement with the board to 
collect fees for the coming semes-

for breach of contract. 

The board's decision, according 
to the press release, is not Irrevo- 
cable. "The door remains open for 
discussions and negotiation be* 
twecn the student union and the 
board. Any new arrangement, 
however, will have to be based 
on clear-cut understandings and 
agreements." 

A subsequent Interview with Rid- 
dell revealed that these "under- 
standings and agreements" would 
have to include the introduction 
of a ''policy board** to set editorial 
policy for the paper According 
to Riddell, the iHurd could consist 
entirely of students* 

"This is not the idea of Intro- 
ducing censorship," Rlddell said, 
''but there is a difference between 
criticism and what the Carillon 
Is doing," 

Rlddell has stated that he "does 

not care" what actions are taken 
by the Regina student union In 
response to the board actions, and 
that he will give students <*plenty 
of time'* to bow to the board's 
position* 

"It will be very interesting to 
see what support they hove and 
where It comes from," he said. 

Some members of the Regina 
student union have suggested that 
the board's sanctions against the 
union may be designed to draw 
attention away from the full extent 
of the budget cuts, which will be 
delivered to the university within 
the month. The possibility of tight* 
er budgeting has already caused 
some unrest among faculty at 
the university, where In one de- 
partment professors are already 
paying for student help out of their 
own pockets. 

Rlddell has also said he feels 
the Carillon has had a bearing on 
the lack of response to a univer- 
sity capital fund drive, conducted 
as a result of provincial refusal 
to provide money for the neces- 
sary expansion of the Regina 
campus. 

Although admitting later he 
thought the Issue was a "red her- 
ring*', Riddell has also told the 
commercial press in Regina that 
one of the main reasons for the 
board's action was the Carillon's 
"Obscenity**. 'The last straw" 
for Ihe public, he felt< was the lat- 
est Issue of the Carillon, which 
showed a drawing of a human 
birth Intermingled with the feat* 
uresoflioChiNVnh. 

ttie editors o1 the Carillon have 
repeatedly denied the obscenity 
ciiarges, and say they follow a pol' 
icy of deliberately keeping obscen- 
ity out of the paper 

No obscenity or libel charges 
have ever been laid agamst the

The following is a copy of the 
letter sent by Etienne St. Aubin 
to the President of the Shident's 
Representative Council at the 
Regina Campus.

"Dear Sir: 

It is alarming to see conscien- 
tious and capable Journalism mu- 
zzled Iwcause it dares to go bey- 
ond platitudes and comfortable 
acceptance of the status quo, be- 
cause it deals with gutlssuesand 
seeks lopromote an awareness i 
"prise de conscience*' on thepart 
ot students to these Issues, 

When the university fears for its 
imago when free speech ispractt- 
ced one wonders what sort of image 
it wants to project. We are well 
aware of the imaje projected by 
those who seek to muule free 
speech in other countries. 

The rehisal to collect fees str^ 
ikes at the right of unionisation. 
This in fact goesagalnst the Rand 
formula of compulsory check-offi 
The argument that the Council is 
not representative and undemo- 
cratic is a weak one when used 
by a totally undemocratic Board 
of Governors. 

We hope that with determina- 
tion you wilt succeed In overco- 
ming this setback.

and trust In Dr, F^rrant, the H^ 
of the Psychology ana Sociology 
Department* Although Dr.Far rant 
told him that confUct «nd "nsioo 
was good, Nandy did not feel this 
^ tormed wid atmospherecooductive 
.kjhe. formation of t repuhje 
■department which would aid the In 
purpuit of his own academic inte- 
rest* 

Nandy's problems were not only 
limited to the dept level; he has 
also had problems with adminis- 
tration. DurlngtheSummerhewas 
refused t travel grant to go to the 
Sociology conferencein Saskatche- 
wan. AtotherUnlversltieshesays 
faculty members receive a$300.00 
grant for such purposes. Also, 
during the Fall he was refused an 
interview with Dr. Cloutier even 
though he had made an appointment; 
he then made himself availably *'at 
any time'' and was again refused 
by Dean ClouUer's secretary* He 
termed Dean Cloutler's attitude as 
a "refusal to communicate." 
Nandy also found that he was "ob- 
structed" in the atlocaUon of clas- 
sroom space^ of a suitable timeta- 
ble and of research funds* 

* 

He is especlallyunhappywiththe 

fact that the "University has not ^^ 

paid one penny for my research, 

demlc interest which I cannotpur- 
sue here at LaurenUan." He fur- 
ther explained that he thinks of 
teachingas his prime role ("There 
Is so much we can do for the stu- 
dents*"} but that he felt he should 
be supported by his University his 
research in the field. 

For this and other reasons he has 
removed anymontionofiiaurentlan 
University from his writings yet to 
be published. He says he has left 
because he feels that his ownperso- 
nal reputation Is being hurt by re- 
maining. Because of theproblems 
he noted and because they are gene- 
ral knowledge Inother Universities 
he no longer wishes to be asso- 
ciated with Laurentian. Hehasal- 
ready secured another position 
without the recommendation of this 
University duetto his outstanding 
qualiacaUons. "Why should I 

want any recommendation from 

these peq[>le" he sidd. 

These remarks lead us to won- 
der about the very nahire of our a- 
cademlc community. The pro- 
blems in this departement take 
on a greater significance when we 
note that Sociology Is to twcome 
a separate dept next year. With 
ttie two qualified sociologists Dr* 
Mapstone last year and now Dr, 
Nandy, what is there to build on? 
Which brings on other more Im- 
portant (|uestions at Laurentian? 
Are we simply becoming a "so-* 
condary Industry for Sudbury" as 
Dr, Howerth proudly noted at the 
conference "Metro Sudbury In the 
1970's11? Where win all this 
bickering, political InQghUng, po- 
wer stuggles, personality clashes 
lead us? *

Another problem Is thevalueof 
a Laurentian degree. Dr.Stelter 
points cot that in his experience 
a Laurentian undergraduate de- 
gree is sUll su^ect amoQgother 
universities. 

"We have to prove our under- 
graduate program is recognised 
as sound before trying for post 
graduate studies." 

He pointed out as an example 
that he has recommended 15 shi- 
dents f6r graduate studies* Ten 
of these students did not do well 
in makettp years at otherunlver- 
sities none of them were distin- 
guished OQ their shidles. 

Stelter also pointed out that 
the first of Laurentian^s Honours 
History students wiU be gradua- 
ting this year. It would be ad- 
vl^ble to see how they fared in 
postgraduate work before trying 
for our program. 

Dr* Stelter also questiwied 
the value of having graduate stu- 
dents continuing their work at the 
same instihiUon. Ha felt, as 
do many of his colleagues in the 
History Department, that Lau- 
rentian students should go to 
another university fbr their gra- 
duate work* 

The History Department in 
his objective cpinlon was too 
small and there were too few 
professors, A shident could 
take several courses from the 
same professor and'ttils would 
hamper his overall academicde- 
velopment. 

Stelter s^s Northern Ontario 
as an isolated area and could see 
the need for a graduate study 
program at Laurentian. But, 
he would want the program to be-^ 
netit surroundingtilghschool tea- 
chers and others rather than 
immediate graduates of Lauren- 
tian* 

Dr. Stelter feels that the 
Administration has seriously un- 
derestimated the cost of setting 
up an MA program. His collea- 
gues in the History Department 
feel Ukewlsfl Consequently this 
department will wait for a few 
years until the sltuatioa isbetter 
prepared.

This re^K>nse above most of the 
others is a demonstration of a 
very positive attitude to wurds the 
acc^tance of a rapidly ai^roa- 

chlng» ifnot already ^^^^»^^^ 
turity and its conseqiuent resi^on- 
sibilities . I'm sure we need not 
be reminded that the faculty of 
reasoning follows hot on th^ heels 
of puberty and I'm sure reasoning 
has something todowtthmahirlty 
and responsablUty. AsFaulGoo- 
dmaa the noted American phllo- 
-s^her of educaticMipolntsout wi- 
th regard to pec^te in college that 
"if they had quit school and were 
assembly-line wokkers, they 
would be considered responsible 
enough to come and go.*.." In 
fact, he goes even further and 
saysr regarding the concept of 
in locoparentiswhichtheAdmln- 
istration wishes to subscribe to, 
that "half the young mm and wo- 
men had more freedom athome^ 
when they were kids in high 
school." Also may.l mention 
that ejdstlng practices on thepart 
of that part of the university (or 
society for that matter) which is 
known The Administration are 
hardly conducivetoeffective soc- 
ial conditioning* how can our yo- 
ung student of "this our modem 
world of today" accept his soci- 
ety's myth of freedom as any- 
thing other than just that, a my- 
th, when at voting age or there- 
abouts some of his most funda- 
mental human rightsareusurped. 

The student's problem is ba- 
sically a yery simple one; he ]ust 
can't seem to get good communi- 
cation with his "parents" on 
campus.

The Carillon and the Shidents' Union of the University of Sas- 
katchewan, Reglna Campus, are being threatened with censorship 
and the removal of any semblace of shident autonomy. The (Carillon) 
has undergone continual harassment trom thOfGoveniment of Saskat- 
chewan and from the Board of Governor^ of this University, culmi- 
nating in a unilateral decision made by the Board announced on De- 
cember 31, 1968, declaring that, the Board would no loijger collect 
fees for the ' Students' Union, The Board based Its decision on thf 
recent political activities of the Union, particularly in regard to the 
Carillon. The Bou^ was largely concerned with recent criticisms 
in the Carillon directed towards the provincial government and the 
Board of Governors and Senate of the University. 

By its actions the Board has in ettect dec}&re<} tiiat It will attempt 
to Impose censorship upon the Carillon or to force the Students' 
Union to Impose censorship by financially strangling the Union. 

These actions are in direct contradiction to the Canadian Uni- 
versity Press Code of Ethics, a contradiction which becomes .even 
more shocking In light of the strengthening and affirmation of this 
Code by the recent Canadian University Press National Conference 
in Toronto.

By now most people should be aware ot the action taken by the 
University of Saskatchewan Board of Goveraors, Le. the refusal 
to collect student union fees^. This action we Und most regretta- 
ble, if not stupid.

In order to start the new 
year right, I think it is necess- 
ary to explain to the shident 

body at large* and editor of Lam-, 
bda In particular, how the social 
budget isplannedandspent.Ibope 
that the foUowingartlclewlll ans- 
wer some of the questions asked 
by the students and will correct 
the many factual Inexactitudes 
enveloped In the editorial of Dec. 

13th. 

First I would like to sum- 
marise briefly the policy under 
which the board of social act- 
ivities initially operated. It was 
thought during the ^ring that 
feature entertainment should be 
planned to not only please and 
attract as many of the students 
as posGible» but also to instill 
some pride, if only superiiclally» 
in their institution. Also,in order 
to obtain the calibreof entertain- 
ment we waijwdj wehadtobeable 
to attract enough people to cover 
it, which would entail catering 
to the high school crowd to some 
degree, With this in mind, del- 
egates were sent to two conf 
erences in Waterloo to try and 
purchase the best entertainment 
at a minimum, and it is axio- 
matic that this could be achieved 
only through block booking with 
two other universities. After two 
conferences and several weeks, 
Laurentlan made a deal with the 
University of Waterloo and the 
University of Western Ontario to 
feahire "The Association" for 
Sept, 19, £0, 21 at a costoff'^SOO 
(U.S,) per university, a saving of 
approximately $5000. Consider- 
ing the success of the "Lovin 
Spoonful" concert the previous 
year which drew 3100 people, 
and in order to break even we 
needed 3500, we did not cons- 
ider the risk was too high. We 
also feltpreparedtoabsorbaloss 
if we could ppovlde the students 
with a high quality event*-lf they 
would participate. We were not 
out to mak6money|Otherwlse,we 
wouldn't have Invested so much, 
but we did expect to break even 
<> or nearly so* The attendance 
at the concert was 3100 and the 

loss was $1600 of whlbh $800 Is 
recoverable tax money. There- 
for, we felt *the concert was a 
success, and provided that sut>*- 
sequent events lost on the same 
ratio, we would be doing well. 
It was felt that the ticket price 
was reasonable ($2,50 and $3.00, 
not $3.50 Len) and that the in- 
vestment of $'7500 (U.D.) after 
the completion of the concert (not 
$10,000 Len) was not too risky 
considering the popularity of the 
group.^ 

The next event which took 
a loss occurred on Oct, 19, when 
the first VIP« dance lost a total 
of 1139:45, with an attendance of 



approximately two hondred peo* 
pie, ^ To announce this even^ the 
board of Pablicity made several 
posters and the S.G,A* made op 
300 fly sheets, telling of the price, 
time, placei band explaining that 
it was not seml-formaL Thedan* 
ce was expected to lose a small 
amount but the next one was ex- 
pected to gain. Because there is 
nowhere else In Sudbury (save 
one) that can offer a large dance 
Ooor, a university crowd, and a 
bar, these dances were expected 
to be well received. 

This was not the case, as was 
made evident hj the next VIP. 
dance which lost $30aoa TOs 
dance was also publicised as the 
first, and in addition, was ann- 
ounced over theP*A. inthe Lower 
Cafeteria. The cause was not lack 
of transportation, becausethe ov- 
erflowing parking lots indicate a 
plentiful supply of cars. The 
representatives of the colleges 
decided that people were lust not 
Interested In dances. 

This brings us to the "Five 

Bells" concert during Blue and 
Gold Weekend, It was against my 
wishes to hold this event on Sun- 
day, but considedng the popular 
Ity of the group, and the Weekend 
Chairmans Inslstance that It be 
held 00 Sunday, we went ahead, 
CKSO radio and TV gave us free 
bUnket advertising, andschedul* 
es, pictures and posters announ- 
ced the event This group had 
been to Sudbury twice before 
selling out each time. We exp- 
ected at least 800 people, from 
the university shident population^, 
and the citizens ofSudbury, Less 
than 400 attended, many of whom 
weren't students. It wasn't be- 
cause the Grads went home, be- 
cause very few Grads came up 
for the weekend. We attributed 
the lack of attendance to the pr- 
opensity of the students to spend 
. their money on ll(|ior (students 
spend $300,000 a year on booae 
smd entertainment). 

The same story goes for 
Italian night, which could have 
been run by eight screaming Mau 
Mau Terrorists and the attend- 
ance would have been the same. 
People arenotlnterestedlndanc- 
es. 

At this point I would tike to 
take back what isald in a previ- 
ous article. I said that students 
were apathetic, but that Isnot the 
case as the following &cts will 
show. Feature entertainment is 
dances. AUendanceatteach^ 
ins (ones, on Russia, Sudbury, 
CUSO« Laurentlan) Indicate that 
they are not Interested In lear- 
ning. The vote on the bl-elec- 
tions and the C«U,S, referendum 
was 40%. The events that were 
planned by various people were 
not welt received, and therefore, 
have been curtailed. It is not 
that the people are apathetic, they 
are just not interested in teach- 
ins , dances, feature entertain- 
ment and elections. 

And now I would tike to ena 
this dissertation wlthsomepers- 

onal opinions and thenneverwrl- 
te to Lambda again, no matter 
what people say. I And ]^t regret- 
ful that a smalt Isolated univer- 
sity which tias more facilities 
than the larger ones, cannot gel 
and progress on common ground 
with common interests. What 
the answer to this protslem Is, 
I don't know, but 1 Uke many 
others, who have IdeaUstically 

taken public coordinating offices 
have neither thetimeortheener- 
gy to analyse the situation a 
great deal because I am a stu- 
dent Hrst and foremost, and so- 
cial activities are very seconda- 
ry. There are those who have 
met the challenge head on and 
paid the price academically. 
This I and others don't wish

Myra BrecUnbridge. 

Cindy is an erratically-loyal moUon picture made Irom the novel 
of the same name by Mason Hoffenbergand Terry Southern, while 
Myra Breckinridge is the novel made from the still-life consciousness 
of Fore Vldal. 

No one seems to have arrived at college without having read Candy, 
so a synopsis ot the similar movie plot Is not what this note will deal 
with To begin with, theway the novel was •writtteo, it gave Just about 
averv type ot male Wg-tirae star a chance to play in the mud with- 
out getUng egg on his career's lace, whUe giving the prodacers a 
change to make it Wg again with their latest Wg-boobed small-minded 
iOE§nue. The Candy ot the novel was acceptably n^ve: that was the 
S^bone ot the book's appealing satire; but Eva Aolta Is trying to 
make us believe that a young girl can be molested, tested, Incestrt 
and sexoanolysed by any and almost every undernourished male She 
meets, and stUl not stop to say to herself: "Gee I have abodicer' 
Where's the satire there? If anything, It must be funny, because If yoa 
don't laugh at that hyperventlalated concept, there's UtUe else to 
find genuinely amu^g. 

Marlon Brando, In that case, takes the show with his superb Imita 
tlon of an Imitalon otagum.

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PROFESSOR OPINION OF STUDENTS 



WHAT DOES THE LAURENTIAN 
PROFESSOR THINK OF THE 
LAURENTIAN STUDENT? 



The purpose of this brief 
survey of professor and student 
opinion Is in an attempt to brinj 
to light the two opinions and, by 
so doing, perhaps to clear away 
any existing misconceptfons and 
prejudices one group might have 
about the other* 

The opinions are presented 
as snatches of conversation. The 
views were expressed personally 
in an interview with the various 
people involved* As such* they 
represent, on thewhole, an honest 
account of th e two opinions. 



M. Palerson - Philosophy 

(Professor Paterson has been 
at Laurentian only three months 
and his (pinions therefore are 
those of someone who is In a 
more advantageous view-point 
than would be a person who has 
been 'indoctrinated' Into the 
Laurentian system through his 
many years of service here.) 
"The students here have not 
produced at scholarship leveL 
This Is my judgment based on 
the first term which, by its 
nature, does not permit the stu- 
dent to be as scholarly as he 
should be, 

I regard Laurentian as po- 
tentially first rate. Among the 
students in general there is sub^ 
tie embarrassment at the fact 
that they are at Laurentian Uni- 
versity and not at another univer- 
sity, say Toronto. This Is not 
necessary. 

Scholarship and learning are 
ends in themselves. They are 
regarded* however, as a means 
to an end only— the least 1 can 
do to get my degree, that's all 
I'm concerned with. 

Students here are least pre- 
tentious of any I've itnown. 
(Knowledge of six campuse5)Th- 
ere Is possible here a student* 
faculty relationship where both 
bodies regard each other as fel- 
low scholars and see each other 
at first name basis. 

The University ought to be the 
conscience of the society* The 
students are not aware of the 
political and social events and 
vents and 

activities in Sudbury. There is 
also very little faculty concern 
for Sudbury. The town-gown 
relationship Is poor--there Is a 
reciprocal lack of interesL"

P. A. C. REPORT 



It has become evident in re- 
cent mooUis that the traditional 
view of how our university ope- 
rates no longer seems entirely 
valid. Students can no longer 
accept the directive that we are 
here only to attend classes and b 
pass our courses* Nor can the 
administrative apparahis hope to 
issue arbitrary dlctums on con- 
cepts of our university structure 
which necessarily affect sbjdents 
and eipect to solicit mass comp- 
liance. 

We have come to be aware 
that as an academic community, 
we must eiercise its fundamental 
purpose-that of dialogue,inorder 
to find solutions. 

Tbree months have passed 
since he f residential Advisory 
Committee was formed. The 
many who came last fall t o 
elect the student representatives 
on this committee demonstrated 
by theirpresencethatan Increase 
in the channels of communication 
between students and the deci- 
sion-making bodies within the 
university was more tlian of pas- 
sing interests 

This interest should not be 
crudely detlDed in termsof '^stu- 
dent power** (aohrasftthat seems 
to immediilely ftlienatetboSffVb' 
familiar with the problems of 
gtndent-idminlstratlve relations 
or the lack of them), but in the 



more positive notion of the in- 
fluence student ideas can have in 
improving the structure and in 
increasing the area of under- 
standing between both groups. 
Discus^on is an essential first 
step and the stream of com- 
munication that the Presidential 
Advisory Committee has provi* 
ded has been important In this 
respect. 

The terms of reference di- 
reeled the committee "to shidy 
Ine channels of communication^ 
the consultative structures and 
procedures* and the ar«*as of de- 
cision-making within Lauren- 
tlan University." In dealing with 
this directive the committee has 
invited interested persms oror- 
ganlaations within the university 
to present briefs In order to 
discover where and what pro- 
blems exist* These briefs will 
be heard by this committee^ it 
is h($edt some time beginning 
in January. The President of 
the S.GUI. has already been ap- 
proached in this respect. It 

was also reconimende< bv the 
commlSee .that the various de- 

dslon^making bodies within the 
Uidverslty make public their 
decidons unless there is a valid 
reason for certain informatioQ 
to be withheld. Finally it was 
recommended that aUser's com- 
mittee be formed to deal with 
the bookstore problem. The 



above recommendatlcms were pu- 
blished In greater detail by the 
Chairman of the committer D« 

H, WUUamson. 

It Is extremely Important 

that more shidents be brought 

into decision- making within the 

academic structure and much of 

this must t>e done outside the 

Presidential Advisory COommlt- 

tee. 

Some weeks ago the first 
maior step was taken when six 
positions were created on sena- 
te for students. There are oth- 
er important areas for innovati- 
on and the first may be student 
representation oat rademlc com- 
mittees at the department level. 
This has been very successhil 
so far In the history department 
and on a lesser scale In the 
philosophy department. The se- 
cond area of course is to have 
students appointed on the Board 
of Governors. The college re- 
presentatives are most Important 
here. In a recent conversation 
with a member of the Board, 
it was pointed out» not only, 
that some members of the Board 
are receptive to student presence 
there* but also, that the best way 
for students'to achieve such a po- 
sition would be for them to work 
through their respective colleges 
ytJug have periodic appointments 
to make. Any other approach 
would reciulre a change in the 



charter and it would be extre- 
mely difficult to amend. Pro- 
vided that this way does not 
promote division It could bevery 
meaningful to us. 

Last summer when the Pre- 
sidential Advisory Committee 
was suggested, the first organl- 
xational move was to establish 
criteria for representation. The 
formulators said that there must 
be people from each Interest 
group in the university. So the 
search began. They had to find 
two memliers from the Board of 
Governors, representing the pu- 
blic Interest, two faculty mem- ' 
bers, a literate administrator, 
two students to represent our 
Interests and three members of 
the senate, the highest academic 
body In the univerdty* 

t^aturaily, one can see that 
all these groups have something 
in common; but historically some 
groups may, because of their 
composure, not be inclined to 
change and this is the greatest 
ot^stsLCte we face. 

Any committee of course, 
behaves in a way that will pro- 
tect the present order and it ta^ 
kes much work for something new

to come out of committees* A 
successful committee is the ex^ 
ception rather than the rule. 
■R^resenTaiion on this Pre- 
sidential committee .demonstra- 
tes the pluralism within our uni- 
versity. This pluralism has lust 

as much been our strength as 
It can be our weakness. The 
problem with committees^ In this 
sense, is that we must say after 
their creation that this group 
must be represented andof cour- 
se it must be balanced with this 
interest and so on* The problem 
with such an approach is that 
committees are almost comple- 
tely neutralized before they start 
With this attitude each group 
is incapable of seeing more than 
a compromise and one that would 
not go much beyond the existing 
structure since something too 
different would necessarily sha* 
ke one group or another from 
their already priviliged position 
within the existing structure. Ko 
group under this setup can re- 
present very much bevond its 
own Interests. No view of the 
whole is possible but the com- 
mittee system seems to be the 
only system we have. '
